H e r nam e is C ora H ubbard , and, 
disguised as a m an. she stood guard 
outside the bank w hile her co m ­ 
p anions looted it. 
T h e Pineville^ bank w as robbed 
last T uesday m orning. T w o of the 
robbers held up the officers of the 
ba n k, w hile the th ird stood guard 
•outside to p revent any interference 
w ith the holdup . 
A fte r securing 
all of the funds of the bank thev 
\ rode aw ay, p ursued by a p osse. 
W h e n p ressed hard the ileeing rob­ 
bers sep arated, and one of them , 
W h i t T ennison, w as w o unded aiul 
ca p ture d three days ago. 
T h e n his 
cap to rs took up the trail of a n ­ 
o th e r of the robbers and followed it 
to W e ir C itv, and to the home of 
W m . H ubba rd , w ho is well know n 
Kto J . W . Shields, the cashier of the 
‘ looted bank, w ho w as one of the 
p ursuin g p arty. 
l 7p on e n terin g tlie house Cashier 
Shields saw Cora H ubbard , a sister 
of \ \ illiam, and im m ediately rec­ 
ognized her as the robber th a t stood

Siie w as then dis­ 
guised as a m an. but w hen arrested 
had on w o m a n 's clothes.

O f course«, this w as all right for 
the boys of the tow n , and it w as 
not long until the train w as well 
loaded and had pulled out.

a count w a s made at Boston C a m p ­ 
bell found that he had 150 hogs 
more than he had w h en he started, 
and all his life he has been try in g to 
find the ow ners of them — he says.
